SENATE. 


Washington, June 26. 

The Senate passed the House bill 
extending the ! men’s bureau two 
years, with several amendments, which 
sends it back to the Heuse for coacur- 
reoce ; it also refused, by yeas 17, uays 
19, to take up the Nivgara Sbip Canal 
bill, which dispeses of the matter for 
this seesion. 

The Senate passed the House bill 
creating a Surveyor General io Ida- 


bill making the Legislative session of 
Waabdingten Territory biennial and in- 
creasing the compensation of members. 
Tbe Conference Committee on the 
joiat resolution fer the relief of Good- 
wio and Corning for carrying the mails 
trom Boise City to Idaho Vity ; the com- 
mittee .made a report reducing 
amount from twenty te ten thousand 
dollars, which was agreed to. 
The Coaference bill 
for the transportation of nitro-glycerine, 
rted an amendment seb the 
provision to nitroleum, or blasting, or 
nitrate oil er powder mixed with such 
oil or substance, changing the penalty 
from $100 to not less than $1,000, sor 
more than $10.000, and requiring the 
substance to be surrounded by Plaster 
Paris or other materia! that will be non- 
explosive satarated with suck oil or 
substance. The amendments were 
agreed to and the biil as amended pase- 
The Senate in executive eession con- 
firmed Gen. D. H. Strother as Consul to 
Buenos Ayres,.and Gen. G. M. a 
Consul to Bremen, Daniel Mace as Post- 
master at Lafayette, Ind., Gen. O. L. 
Mann as Collector of Internal Revenue 
at Chicago, and’ rejected Slonaker, of 
wax flower notoricty, for Collector at 
Philadelphia.

The tux bill with 665 Senate amend- 
ments, was taken up in the House, and 
Morrit] wanted the whole subject eent
